THE PROPOSED MEMORIAL TO DR. FRIEDLANDER. 
COMMUNICATED., 


A largely attended meeting of the pupils of the late Dr. Friedlander was held 
at Jews’ College on the Ist inst. The Rev. Dayan Hyamson was in the Chair, 
and among the ministers present were the Revs. J. Abelson, G. Friedlander, 
A. A. Green, I. Harris, Dr. J. Hochman, 8. Levy, and W. Levin, together with a 
large number of lay pupils. 

The Chairman submitted the report of the special sub-Committee, which had 
been elected to consider the best form that the memorial should take. The 
suggestions were put before the meeting seriatum, and after much discussion it was 
finally resolved: ** That a series of lectures be instituted to be delivered at stated 
times at Jews’ College.” This lectureship would be similar to the Hibbert, Gifford, 
and Schweich foundations, and would be known as the ** Michael Friedlander 
Lectures.’’ It was further suggested that if practicable a memorial volume or 
volumes be issued dedicated to the memory of the late Dr. Friedlander. It was 
estimated that a sum of at least £500 would be required. The Treasurer (the Rev. 
Isidore Harris) stated that he had already received £10 10s. from Mr. Ephraim H. 
Cotton of Birmingham, a lay pupil of Dr. Friedlander. If many of the other lay 
pupils who had prospered in business contributed with corresponding generosity, a 
considerable sum might be assured.

practically ruined by the libels, and his character unjustifiablv attacked.’ The 
| libels had appeared in two papers circulating amongst Jews, one called the 
ea JEWISH CHRONICLE. The paper was of considerable infinence, long 
- ~ ae standing, and wide circulation amongst the Jews. The libels were all the 
more serious because they were alleged by the defence to be true. He went on to 
explain the functions of a Rabbi and a Shochet, telling the jury that no-one 
could question the authority of a Rabbi duly elected, nor question 
the mghts of a Shochet duly approved by a qualified -Rabbi. The 
libels were inserted in order to compel the plaintiff to come under the juris 
diction of the Board of Shecheta, which he did not choose to do, and it was an 
excessive use of language to say that his meat was frifa. He drew attention to 
the fact that latterly, in similar cases, the Board of Shecheta had employed different 
terminology in its advertisements, stating that it would not hold itself responsible 
for the hashruth of A. B., ete. That was a totally different thing to declaring that 
the meat was frifa. Theplaintiff was a member of the New Hebrew Synagogue, a 
small congregation of perfectly orthodox Jews. He did not acknowledge and never 
had acknowleged—-and was not alone in this—the authority of the Board of 
Shecheta. The members were chiefly Russian Jews. Jews might be divided into 
three classes. Spanish and Portuguese Jews, called Sephardim ; German or Polish 
Jews, called Ashkenazim ; and Russian Jews. 
BLACK AND WHITE JEWS. 
The JUDGE: Are the first two classes those who are known as Black and 
White Jews ? 
Mr. TOBIN said he did not know. 
The JUDGE : In these matters I have just that little knowledge which is a 
dangerous thing. 
Mr. TOBIN went on to say that the Sephardim and Ashkenazim on the whole 
“acknowledged the Board of Shecheta. A great many of the Russian Jews—just as 
orthodox—did not. They had to ascertain in that trial whether the Board of 
Shecheta had any power and if so how had it acquired this power of forcing its 
authority on orthodox Jews who did not acknowledge its authority. ‘They and Dr. 
Adler were trying—and he did not suggest that they did it from any but most 
praiseworthy motives—to shepherd all the Jews into the Chief Rabbi's fold. But 
they had no statutory authority and could not interfere with the Russian Jews if 
they chose to be independent. The Rabbi of the New Hebrew Congregation was a 
gentleman named Gerber. He was held in very high esteem and was a very learned 
man. He was perfectly qualified asa Rabbi and was deeply skilled in the Hebrew 
law and the study of the Talmud. For the last eighteen years he had been in this 
country, eight of which he spent in Edinburgh. His livelihood was obtained in 
this way: His wife and family carried on in his name an oil merchant’s business, 
but he took no part in it himself. Rabbi Gerber was as competent to appoint a 
Shochet as any other rabbi, and he had approved of a Shochet named Friedner. 
This Shochet had killed for the plaintiff. Friedner was well versed in the whole 
ritual and was a skilled man. He had received certificates from the late Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Nathan Adler. Counsel proceeded to explain the nature of the Board 
of Shecheta, emphasising the fact that it was a purely voluntary association 
and that it had never commanded the allegiance of all the Jewish con- 
gregations in London. On the 8rd of February, 1910, the plaintiff had received 
a letter from Simon Myers, the defendant, inviting his attendance before the Beth

Of the six million Jews inhabiting Kussia 96 per cent. reside in the Pale. In 
the villages of the latter there ar: 700,000 Jews. The Jews form 12 per cent. 
of the total Pale populat on, and 39 per cent. of the total population of the Pale 
towns and townlets. In the South-West of the Pale Jews form 53 per cent. of the 
urban population. Thirty-three per cent. of the urban factories and workshops in 
the Pale are im Jewish hands. 36 per cent. of the Jews pursue a commercial occu 
pation, 51 per cent. of the tailors of the Pale are Jews, a& well as 63 per cent. of 
the bookbinders, and 73 per cent. of the tobacco factory emploves, As regards 
the total commerce of the Pale, three-quarters of it is in Jewish hands. In the 
South-West of the Pale the Jews control 88 per cent. of the commerce and 93 per 
cent. of the corn and wheat trade.

The new Governor ts considermg a 
project for bringing water into the town from the lower springs at a cost of £1,000, 
half of which sum he proposes to levy from the Jewish population If the scheme 
is carried out we shall be assured of an adequate water supply all the year through

Notes from Prague. 


{From our Correspondent.] 
PRAGUE. 

The only anti-Semitic Town Councillor of this city, M. Breznovsky, will 
shortly have to disappear from public life. An action for defaniation brought by 
him against another Town Councillor and a barber resulted in an acquittal, it 
having been proved that M. Breznovsky took bribes. A man who always declaimed 
against corruption, who, notwithstanding his Czech chauvinism, fraternised at a 
banquet with the Vienna representatives of the anti-Semitic party, that same man 
accepted a hundred cigars from a waiter and fifty Austrian crowns (forty-two 
shillings) from a barber for procuring menial positions for their respective brothers. 
Breznovsky was one of the principal instigators of the riots of 1897, when Prague 
had to be placed under martial law; and only three. weeks ago, at a meeting of the 
Town Councillors, he was cautioned by Dr. Scharf, a Jewish Alderman, against 
using Offensive language. The leading Czech newspaper, the Narodni Listy, says 
that Breznovsky is now a dead man and that he need not be killed a second time. 

A Bible evening, arranged by the Jewish Students’ Association “ Bar Kochba,” 
and held in the new wing of the Jewish Communa! Hall, was very successful. 
Herr Felix Salten, the Vienna dramatist, roused much enthusiasm by the manful 
expression of his Zionist convictions and amused al! with his sparkling wit. Herr 
Konrad Lowe, of the Vienna Imperial Burgtheater, recited passages from the Bible 
(in German) and read a fragment of “ Saul,” by the celebrated German actor, Joseph 
Kainz, whose premature death was keenly regretted throughout Germany and 
Austria. It is noteworthy that Joseph Kainz, a Christian by origin, one of the 
greatest German actors that ever lived, chose Jews as his intimate friends. A poor 
Jewish exile from Russia, Herr Birinski, found in Kainz a liberal supporter and 
one who helped fully to develop the great literary talent of his Russian friend. —

An Action against Warsaw Rabbis. 

The Gavernor-General of Poland has received instructions to institute legal 
proceedings against the Warsaw rabbis for levying a communal tax on kosher meat, 
the Korobka regulations not applying to the Polish provinces. 

Deputy Protopopov has stated in the Duma lobbies that he learnt, during his 
recent satay in Knugland, from English Members of Parliament that Sir Matthew 
Nathan was lately refused permission to visit Russia, on account of bis religion.

A Jewess, Hannah Podolskaja, has died at Sonovitz (Poland) aged 120. 

The Turkish Government is mobilising several battalions, who are ordered to 
Yemen in order to quell the rebellion in that province. The Minister for War has 
decided, as a precautionary measure, not to despatch Jewish and Christian soldiers 
to that always dangerous region. 

In compliance with the request of the Chief Rabbi of Turkey, the Minister for 
War has given directions that during the eight days of Passover Jewish soldiers 
shall receive a sum of money for the purchase of motzas and other kosher food, 
This order has been communicated to the Commanders-in-Chief of every Army 
Corps.

We were also identified in other matters more nearly 
utfecting the communal weal. He was one of the founders of the Jewish Literary 
and Social Society, and always continued to take a deep mterest in its affairs. 
When the Zionist movement was started some years ago, he was one of the first in 
Glasgow to take it up, and always continued in active sympathy with at. There 
re others who have more right than I to speak of his work in connection with the 
Garnethill Synagogue; but over and above the various communal bodies with 
which we were both associated, there was a tie of deep and lasting friendship which 
always bound us together. He was a mau of many sides ; he was self-made, self- 
educated, a man with a great capacity for work, who could alwavs be depended 
tpon to put his best into whatever he took up, he was a ready and forcible 
speaker, and a true and valued friend. He had his share of troubles, too, but he 
bore his lot bravely and courageously. ‘To his widow and children the sympathy 
of all who knew Julius Pinto will go out in large measure.

Sheriff. and six vears later Mavor, as had also 
been his father. the late Alderman 8S. M. Emanuel, 
ee lderman M. Emanuel was one of the 
most popular Mavors of recent times A 
couple of years later his public services were 
recognised by his elevation to the Bench of 
Aldermen, to which office he was re-elected last 
November. ‘ As a member of the Council, he sat 
upon the Watch. Electricitv, Housing, Officers 
and Clerks, Parliamentary, and Pablhe Libraries 


His best public Work. however 


was done in the capacity of Chairman of — th: 
Watch Committee, which he occupied for many 
vears. and to which he devoted an tmmenst 


amount of time. Hle was a keen administrator 
in other matters. and he was most generous tn his 
private capacity. especially in the case of his 


coreligionists. He was the maimstay of Judaism 
in Southampton, staunch in the practices of his 
faith, and held the office of Warden twenty-six 
vears. Alderman Emanuel was an enthusiastic 
Volunteer, joining the local infantry battalion as a private and rising through the 
ranxs of non-commissioned officership to the commissioned ranks. His retirement 
with major’s rank and the Volunteer Decoration was a great loss to the battalion. 
His enthusiasm for Volunteering never wavered, and in his seventieth vear he went 
route marching with his old comrades, completing a twenty-five mile journey in a 
day. So touched were the men at this striking demonstration of the old Volun- 
teer’s zeal, that they lined up and cheered him when he came into camp in the 
New Forest. He was in the inner counsels of the Conservative Party locally for 
many years as a member of the Parliamentary Committee. He sat upon the 
Bench regularly, and was also for a great number of yéars a governor of the 
Southampton Endowed Sch ols. He was a Past-Master of the Masonic Lo ige of 
Peace and Harmony, and held the rank in Provincial Grand Lodge of Past-Grand 
Registrar. He was also a Life-Governor of the Southampton Masonic Benevolent 
Association. In the Royal Arch he had filled the chairs of the Roval Gloucester 
Chapter and had for many years been its Treasurer, an office which he filled up to 


Alderman M.

THE AUTHORITY OF THE BETH DIN: HIRSCH v. MYERS & OTHERS.

Din. To this the plaintiff had replied stating that he had posted notices in his 
window to the effect that he had nothing to do with the Beth Din and declined to 
appear, He did not appear, and thereupon these notices had appeared. ‘lhere was 
a determination on the part of the Board of Shecheta to crush the plaintiff as they 
induced a Mr. Field, who was supplying the plaintiff with meat, to cease doing 80. 
He asked the jury to award the plaintiff rersonable damages to mark their sense of 


the gravity of the libels and the unjustifiable attack made on the plaintiff and his 
business 


THE PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE. 
The plaintiff was then called, and in reply t> Mr 
opening statement

Tobin, bore out Counsel's 
He stated that he had o»ened the shop in Blythe Street in 
1910, and had taken over the shop in Sidney Street in February, though 
a butcher's shop had been carried on there for many Vyears by his partner, Mr. 
Samuel Solomon At Blythe Street he had earned £4 a week net before the libeis, 
and at Sidney Street £5 a week and sometimes more. After the libels he had been 
. the Blythe Street shop, and the Sidney Street shop was now 


com lied to close 


earning only about £1 a week. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Duke, witness stated that he bad been a watchmaker 
bv trade, but having had some money he had been invited by Solomon to go into 
partnership with him. That was on the 24th January last year. 

Witness was shown photographs of the premises in Blythe Street and Sidney 
Street. He admitted that the Blythe Street premises were two rooms of a private 
house. Counsel asked if he carried on his butcher's business in the low shed in Sidney 
Street shown on the photograph Witness replied that he carnmed on the business 
im the premises shown on the phi tograph ; he did not know whether it would be 
called a shed Hle paid 10s. a week rent for the Bivthe Street pPretnises, and had 
igreed with Solomon that the rent of the Sidney Street premises should be reckoned 
it a week 

in reply to further questions, witness stated that he had paid Solomon £200 
on entering into partnership. lle had not received anv receipt for the pa ment, as 
he had known Mr. Solomon so long that he did not think it necessarv. He dened 
ill Knowledge of the fact that Solomon had formerly held the hecence of the 
Shecheta Board, or that it had been taken away. He thought that some licence 
had been handed over to his solicitor, bat he. was not sures He had taken no 

terest ion the heences of the Shecheta Board when he jomed the New 
llebrew Congregation. He knew that orthodox Jews attached very great 
importance to the character of the meat they ate. That was whv he had 
ned the New Hebrew ¢ ongregation., He did not exactly remember when he had 
begun to callon Rabbi Gerber. He admitted that he had joined the New Hebrew 
Congregation for the purpose of obtaining his meat. He could not obtain meat 
from Aldgate Market; it was very dear Asked whether he had belonged to any 
synagogue before he joined the New Hebrew Congregation, witness stated that he 
had belonged to a small svnagogue in Fieldgate Street He denied that he and 
Solomon had gone to see Rabbi Gerber specially on account of the butchers’ busi- 
ness. He liked to hear him speak. It was, however, true that they afterwards spoke 
to Gerber about the business. They had told the Rabbi that they wanted to 
obtain real kosher meat, and Gerber had given them printed notices to put in the 
window. He then appointed Shochet Friedner to go to Greenhithe to Mr. Field 
and slaughter there. He had not known Friedner before, and had only learnt 
recently that he had obtained a certificate in the time of Dr Nathan Adler. 
Rabbi Gerber’s supervision had ceased when the wholesale butcher ceased to 
iil at the instance of the Shecheta Board. He did not himself know the recnia- 
tions In regard to the killing and supervision of meat. It was sufficient for him 
that he had Rabbi Gerber’s permission to sell He denied knowledge of whether 
there were many Jews in the neighbourhood of the shops. 
EVIDENCE OF PLAINTIFF'S PARTNER. 

Mr. SAMUEL SOLOMON, the plaintiff's partner, gave evidence through an inter 
prete: I:xamined by Mr. Tobin, he stated that £200 had been handed over when 
he entered into partnership with Hirsch. Shortly afterwards, they had opened 
the shop in Blythe Street. The takings in one shop had been £5 a week and 1n the 
ther £4a week. After the libels, the Blythe Street shop had had to be closed 

Cross-examined by Mr. Duke, he repeated his statement as to his earnings, 
and added that he sold six quarters of beef a week at the shop in Sidney Street. He 
used to sell sixty or seventy head of poultry a week, but now he sold only three a 
veek. In reply to further questions, he stated that he had been a butcher for 
thirty-two or thirty-three vears. He admitted having signed a licence of the 
Sbecheta Board on one occasion, but denied that he had specially applied for it. 
[t was quite useful for a butcher to have that licence, but one could do without it. 
He denied that the defendant Myers had ever told him his shop was not in a ht 
eondition, but he may have told him that. the shop was too small. .He denied 
having called at the office of the Board fora lcence. The Shomerim Bronkhorst 
and Salzedo had called at his shop while he was under the Shecheta Board. He 
lenied that Bronkhorst had told him his shop’ was too small for the sale of meat. 
It was quite true that he had told the Beth Din in February, 1910, that he had 
sold his shop to Hirsch, and was only the manager. He had joined the New 
Hebrew Congregation in January or February. When he went to Rabbi Gerber, in 
regard to the butcher's business, there were two other butchers there, Segal and 
Weissbaum. 

Counsel at this point, by reason of the manner in which witness was answer- 
ing questions through the interpreter, suggested that he could understand Enghsh 
and answer him direct. 

The Judge said that in such cases he always thought it best to allow 
witnesses to speak the language they preferred. Everyone knew the reason for 
witnesses asking for an interpreter; it was to gain time in replying. A judge 
would notice that, and would, if he thought it necessary, call the attention of the 
jury to it. 

After a few more questions, the Court adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY’'S HEARING. 

On Wednesday the cross-examination of the witness was continued by Mr. 
Shearman. 

He avreed that kosher meat ought to be sealed with a dated seal, and that after 
three days the meat ought to be “ watered.” He was shown a seal-issued by R. 
Gerber, but said that he could not find the date on it as his eyes were bad. Rabbi 
Gerber's son used to come to inspect the meat, and after him the Sbhochet Friedner 
came to the shop. He did not know whether Gerber’s son had had experience 
nor what his business was. He admitted that he had made an agreement with 
Hirsch to take one-third of the damages if the latter was successful in the present 
trial. He denied that he had asked to see the defendant Myers, but alleged that 
people had tried to persuade him to go to see Myers and to sign some Yiddish 
document. He denied knowledge of a letter (produced) from Myers stating that, 


at his request, he would attend the interview with Mr. Leviansky (the defendant’s 
solicitor) for which he had asked. He had actually had the interview with Mr, 
Leviansky, and Myers had been present. He denied that he had told Mr. Leviansky 
that Hirsch had cheated him and that he had only received £15 from Hirsch. 
Re-examined by Mr. Tobin he stated that he had made his statement to the 
Beth Din as to selling his shop to Hirsch for the purpose of bluffing them, as he did 
not want them to be angry with him. He denied that since he had been in 
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partnership with Hirsch anyone had complained of the quality of his meat. 
Counsel put in a Post Office bank book showing that £12 19s. had been with 
drawn at the time Hirsch stated he had paid £200 to Solomon. 


RABBI GERBER’S EVIDENCE. 
Rabbi Pinchas Gerber was called, and stated that he was born and educated in 
Russia. He produced several certificates as to his rabbinical qualifications from 


Rabbis in Russia. He had held the office of Rabbi for about eight vears in 
Edinburgh, and had previously been assistant for a short time to a Rabbi in

It was merely information laid against him to damage his character 
and position as a Rabbi. He had not seen a letter in the Jewish newspapers 
written some two years ago by the Chairman of the Board of Deputies with regard 
to the granting of get under his (witness's) supervision. In countries where get 
could be legitimately granted the Rabbi got paid if he wished it, otherwise he got 
nothing. 

Witness was asked to translate a passage in the ‘‘ Yoreh Deah” referring to 
the respective positions of established and immigrant rabbis. Counsel did not 
agree as tothe translation of the Hebrew word representing the incoming rabbi. 

Mr. TOBIN (re-examining): Can a Jew be properly divorced according to 
Jewish law by getting a get without a decree in an English law court ? 

WITNESS; One without the other is not valid, but in Russia only get, is given 
by the Rabbi.

A SHOCHET’S EVIDENCE. 

ABRAHAM ISRAEL FRIEDNER was the next witness. Examined by Mr. Tobin 
he said he came from Cracow and had been in England thirty-nine years. Before 
he came to England he had not acted as Shochet, bet knew the trade. He was 
here a few vears before he started and then had been a Shochet 
In England he was first authorised to act as Shochet by Lr. 
Nathan Adler and his Dayan. He had worked as a pupil with 
the present Chief Rabbi. He knew the ritual of slaughtering, but not practically. 
He began to practise as a Shochet about thirtv-three years ALO, and he knew 
thoroughly how to slaughter according to Jewish law. He had acted lately as 
Shochet under Rabbi Gerber, and the meat he killed was sent to plaintiff's shops 
and was according to Jewish law and sealed. It was proper to have the day of the 
week on which the meat was killed marked on the seal. He did not require any 
Shomer, as onlv a few animals were killed ata time. He had been to the shop 
kept by Hirsch in Sidney Street and never found anything wrong there. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Duke, witness stated that he was acting as Shochet im 
the service of Rabbi Gerber. The Kosher Bufchers’ Association paid him £5 10s 
a week. but it onlw lasted some few weeks. He had acted in Birkenhead for 
twenty-five vears and was acting as Shochet there in 1909, when he came to London 
for a week He had ceased acting under the Board of Shecheta for two years

lating the passage, his Lordship volunteered to do so. The passage was to 
the effect that any Jews were entitled to slaughter animals, but if the community 
passed a solemn resolution that the right should only be exercised by certain 
persons, that rule held good until the resolution was restinded. 

His Lordship also translated further passages relative to the requisite qualifi 
cations of Shochetim. 

Answering further questions by Mr. Duke, WITNESS said that the Yores 
Deah was only to some extent in the nature of a digest of Jewish ritual law, but 
some parts were not recognised by some of the Jewish communities, namely by 
some of the Sephardim and Karaites. The orthodox Ashkenazim accepted the 
Yoreh Deah and introduced the glosses.

fully appreciate Mr. Charles Abrahams’ letter in your issue of da 
27th. Itis time something was done for the Jewish ex-soldier. It is almost 
imperative to have a Jewish Volunteer Social Union and Bureau, if we wish te 
continue getting recruits for the Regular Army. Mr. Abrahams’ story of the 
Jewish ex-soldier having to sleep on the Embankment will not foster a patriotic 
spirit amongst our young men wishing to join the service. 

I know several smart men of our faith who, on returning to civil life, were 
almost faced with starvation when their eratuity of £1 per veur ifor each vear's 
service completed) had been expended in looking in vain for employment of any 
description to give them a little beginning. Unfortunately, employers are not keen 
in employing ex-soldiers. I state this from experience. 

I served my country for a little over eight years, during seven of which | 
was stationed in India. Whilst in the service I obtained the first-class school 
certificate and the Acting Schoolmaster’s Certificate, and rose to the rank of 
Sergeant, unattached list. My character on discharge was “V.G.” Although I 
had the above qualifications, my search for employment proved fruitless. Fortu 
nately, during my career in the Army, I was in receipt of good pay, which enabled 
me to save sufficient for all my requirements during my unemployment. U nfor 
tunately), most of our ex-soldiers have not had the same opportunity of saving a 
little money. What are they to.do? It seems disgraceful for our ex soldiers to 
be sent to the Board of Guardians to-day when to-morrow they may be required to 
fight for their King and country. 

My rank and the post of a Schoolmaster put me in touch with many of our 
soldiers, and I am pleased to say that they are a credit to our community and 
deserving more consideration than they are getting at present. I trust that our 
coreligionists who take such great interest in the Annual Chanucah Service will use 
their endeavours to organise a Jewish Volunteer Social Union and Bureau. By 
doing so they will encourage recruiting among our coreligionists; their action will

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH THE REV. J. K. GOLDBLOOM. 


ITHIN a stone’s-throw,. almost, of the late Anarchist club in the Fast 
End. a great idealist movement has struggled into a robust life.

But the triumph has not been lightlv achieved; and the story of its accom 
plishment, as unfolded by the central figure, the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, makes a 
remarkable narrative of steady and sturdy courage, which is of good omen for al! 
who believe in the Jewish cause. Mr. Goldbloom—still a young man, with the 
half-sad, half-dreamy eyes of the idealist—himself told the story of the movement. 

‘*About nine vears ago,’’ he said, *'a number of Jews in the district felt a 
strong desire to start a Talmud Torah. l was known to them for the Part [ had 
taken in the cultural work of the Zionist movement, and in other branches of com. 
munal activity; and they, therefore, approached me with a request to accept the 
Chairmanship of the movement. At that time, 1 may tell you, I combined the 
ofice of Chazan with the occupation of dealer in tobacco and mineral waters. I 
told the men who came to me that | would become Chairman, but on one condition 
—that they left me to manage the classes according ta my own ideas; for I 
cherished the desire to introduce the Ivrith B’Ivrith system.

Two Back Rooms. 


“Well, I got a number of friends to assist me. Then I called a ‘meeting at 
the Stepney Orthodox Synagogue, and a resolution was passed in favour of the 
formation of the Talmud Torah. I was appointed Chairman. of the Committee.” 

“TIA AN PP TI? WIA PR (Excuse me, I am going to 
ask the caretaker to light the gas”) broke in one of Mr. Goldbloom’s assistants 
at this moment. Mr. Goldbloom nodded assent, and proceeded :— 

"I took two back rooms over a public house in Hayfield’s Passage ; and there 
began teaching.” 

How many pupils did you start with? 

“ About seventy. I engaged two teachers—a very difficult thing having regard 
to the method in which the instruction was to be carried on.” 


Breakers Ahead. 


*“*IT was soon met with difficulties, however,” continued Mr. Goldbloom. 
** You must understand that under the Ivrith B’ivrith system the first few months 
are taken up with teaching the pupils to speak Hebrew. But when the parents 
came to the school and found the children without books in their hands, and only 
repeating Hebrew expressions, some of them became alarmed. They insisted that 
I should teach in the same way as their fathers and grandfathers were taught, 
otherwise they feared their children would grow up godless and ignorant.” 7 

What action did you take ? 

“In consequence of the opposition I called a special meeting of the Com- 
mittee, and they resolved on a compromise—half the time to be devoted to the 
new system and half to the old ways. I begged the Committee—who had confi- 
dence in me—to give me a proper chance; and that was why they hit upon the 
compromise. The half-and-half system went on for a year.” 

Were you left in peace during the interval ? : 

' “No. Some of the parents were still dissatisfied. They argued with me. 
They declared that my methods were not necessary in London. They lamented 
and said that they did not know where it would all end. The pupils would go to 
work later on and forget all about my lessons. All that they should be taught was 
*Ivri and Maftir,’ and so forth.” 

Did you capitulate ? 

‘“No; and later on we had to remove to more suitable accomodation in 
Redman’s Road and to enlarge the classes, as more pupils were comingin. I also 
engaged an extra teacher. When the examination was held it was found that the 
progress made by the [vrith B’Ivrith system was much greater than that attribut- 
able to the old-fashioned methods.” 

“But my opponents were still unconvinced. Still, I tried as hard as I could to 
go on with my task and, being the President of the institution, and working (as I

Appeal to the Chief Rabbi. 


“When my opponents saw that their opposition was fruitless, some of them 
went to the parents and tried to persuade them to withdraw their children from the 
classes. They even induced the Collector attached to the school to refuse to take my 
orders.” 

How did you meet this new phase? 

‘*T went to the Chief Rabbi, informed him of what was going on, and asked 
that the Beth Din should send somebody to examine the children, with a view to 
testing the value of my work. They deputed Rabbi Chaikin and the late Dayan 
Susman Cohen to look into the matter, and both Rabbis reported satisfactorily.”’ 


Secession. 

That‘settled the question ? 

‘Oh, no. The malcontents still stood out. They demanded a formal decision 
given by the Beth Din as to whether the classes should be continued or not. | 
called in more experts to examine the children, who were as laudatory in their 
reports as the Dayanim. Then I agreed to go to the Beth Din ; and the teachers and 
Committee appeared before that body. We threshed the whole thing out; and as 
one Sunday was not enongh for the purpose we went on two. My opponents 
wanted the system of instruction to be changed at once. But I asked the Beth Din 
to go on ‘for some time longer, promising to call a meeting later on of the sub. 
scribers and parents, at which a public examination of the children could be made. 
According as the majority decided, | promised to act. The Beth Din granted my 
request, The result was that the opponents seceded lear Ing the institution in debt 
to the extent of £50—and formed a Talmud Torah of their own in Stepney Green.” 

A pupil entering the room exclaims “JA8 fA WDA” (The teacher wants 
you.” 

Mr. Goldbloom explains—of course, in Hebrew—that he is busy for the 
moment, and goes on with his story. 

‘Once more I called a meeting—this time a special meeting of friends—and 
tendered my resignation of the ¢ hairmanship of the Committee, with the object of 
throwing myself into the work of strengthening the classes by acting simply as 
Honorary Superintendent. I got up a benefit at the Standard Theatre, which 
vielded a profit of £30. I secured the support of the present President (Mr. A. 
Merkin) and the present Hon. Secretary (Mr. A. Mundy), both of whom have 
stood by me Spl ndidly till this day. Then | called one more meeting, under the 
chairmanship of the Rev. Dayan Hayamson, in the Alexandra Hall, Jubilee Street 

-the premises subsequently occupied by the Anarchist Club.’ Pupils of the 
school came to the gathering, and gave recitations in Hebrew. The upshot was 
that the meeting passed a resolution of confidence in the school. I may mention 
that my opponents had threatened to create a disturbance at the meeting, but they 
thought better of it, and nothing hap] ened. All this happened eight vears ago.” 

Was that the end of the opposition ? 


In Port. 


‘It is since then that the school has been in calm waters. My opponents were 
compelled to close their Talmud Torah, and now not only do most of them send 
their children here, but many of them, I am glad to say, have joined our Com 
mittee again. And so there ts Sholem!” 

It had been a severe struggle ” 

‘Yes. My shop was neglected and my business was gone, while all the time 
1 was working without remuneration. Moreover, the worry injured my health, 
and at first | made up my mind to emigrate to South Africa. The Committee, 
however, invited me to become the headmaster and secretary of the school, and 
offered mea salary. For two months | thought the matter over, hesitating, lest 
anvbody should think that all my work up to that time had been of an imterested 
character performed with the object of CArVilL & position for myself. In the 
end, however, | agreed to take the position, and definitely closed up my shop.” 

You have been well-supported, since”? 

* Yes, I have had a Committee of good, honest men, and excellent workers, 
among whom I may mention our Hon. Treasurer, Mr. Il. Cocheinski. But they 
were all working men, and small shopkeepers. The time they gave to the work 
was therefore given with difficulty.” 


From Success to Success. 

You have made steady progress under the new arrangement ? 

“We have. Six years ago we. moved from 48, Redman’s Road to larger 
premises at 44, Redman’s Road. In these latter years, the school has enjoyed the 
support of the Haham, Mr. Hermann Landau, Mr. Birnbaum, Mr. Cowen and 
others. Lord Rothschild has also been very kind to us, and, I may mention, gives 
an annual donation for the excursion of the pupils.” 

Your pupils have gone on increasing ? 

“Yes. We now have 570.” 

Is tu.eir attendance good ? 

“ Oh, yes, excellent. We get an average of 95 per cent. I should also state 
here, by the way, that the performance, by the children, of plays in Hebrew, 
which used to take place at the Jewish Working Men’s Club, became so popular 
that for the last three vears we have had to engage the Shoreditch Town Hall for 
the purpose.” 

Extension of the System. 

The success of Mr- Goldbioom’s classes has led to the extension of the system 
elsewhere. Ivrith b’Ivrith classes were started some three-and-a-half years ago 
at the Bethnal Green ‘Talmud Torah, with Mr. Goldbloom as Principal. Nearly 
300 pupils are being taught in them. At Tottenham and Finsbury Park the 
system is also in vogue, to say nothing of the private evening school in the West 
End, which has also adopted it. Even the daughters of Israel are now being 
taught Ivrith B’Ivrith, one hundred and fifty maidens receiving instruction in 
Thrawl Street through the Bnoth Zion. Altogether, Mr. Goldbloom calculates that 
at the present time about 1,500 children in London are being taught by the Ivrith 
B’Ivrith system, besides some who are having private lessons, and the classes which 
are conducted on the same lines in Liverpool, Manchester and Belfast. Reports 
of Mr. Goldbloom’s success have spread to the Continent, and inquiries have 
reached him from Roumania and Germany. It takes a year before the pupils 
obtain what may be called an every-day acquaintance with the holy tongue, and 
two years before they are able to be taught all the principal subjects in Hebrew. 

There is no difficulty with the children. They feel that they are learning a 
living language, and are interested accordingly, besides which such tasks as 
translation—so vital a portion of the old methods—are avoided. Boys who have 
been at Mr. Goldbloom’s classes three or four years can speak Hebrew practically 
as well as they can English. Occasionally, even, they drop into Hebrew poetry— 
with more or less success. 

Debates in Hebrew. 

Have you anything to say of the after-career of your pupils? asked our repre- 
sentative. 

I brought the old boys together two years ago. They call themselves the Young 
Hebrew Debating Society, meet twice a week, and hold debates, sometimes in 
Hebrew, and sometimes in English. Several of my pupils have gone into Jews’ 
College; and those who have entered business can compare well, I think, with 
most other lads, in the matter of devotion to Judaism. I recall, at this moment, 
one boy whose father worked on Saturday. The boy made a strong effort to avoid 
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doing the same, and succeeded. I believe my boys are growing up to be good Jews 
ud good English citizens.” 
Strenuous Work. 
If Mr. Goldbloom and his working-men helpers have displayed an heroic spirit 
their fight for an ideal, something of the same spirit cannot be denied to the 
is.

INAUGURAL SERVICE. 


ADDRESS BY MR. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE. 


The first service at the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, which has been established 
at Hill Street, Park Road, St. John’s Wood, by the Jewish Religious Union for the 
Advancement of Liberal Judaism, was held last Saturday. The building, which 
was formerly used asa chapel, has accommodation 
for about three hundred and fifty persons, of whom 
about one hundred and fifty can be seated in the 
gallery The pulpit is built above the Ark, 
immediately in front of which is the reading-desk. 
On the wall, above the pulpit, is a tablet, con 
taining in Hebrew and

verses of the Shema and the eighth verse of the 
sixth chapter of Micah: “He hath showed thee, O 
man, Whatis good; and what doth the Lord require

been simply decorated, and the adjoining accommo 
dati in} provides for four separate classrooms. \t 
the vestibule is a notice that the svnagovgue Is open 
for private praver every day from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Arrangements have been made for children’s services 
at the synagogue on Saturday morning, and for the 
classes on Sunday morning. — Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, 

The service on Saturday, which was read 
by Mr Israel Abrahams, contained several deviations from the form used 
at the Wharnecliffe Rooms. It opened with the introductory verses hitherto 
used, Commencing ‘In every place where I cause my name to be rememb red, 
I will come unto thee, and I will bless thee.”

MR. MONTEFIORE’S SERMON, 

Mr. MONTEFIORE, who preceded his sermon by a prayer, took his text from 
Psalm hex. 28. ** It is good for me to draw near unto God.’’ In the course of his 
Sermon said 

\fter a considerable interval of time we resume our weekly Sabbath afternoon 
services to-day But We resume them armuicd other ana More suitable surroundings, 
and under conditions which we trust will lead on to a more permanent arrange- 
ment It is not the place which consecrates the worshippers ; It 1s rather the wor 
Ship] ers which consecrate the place, And for mm part l fe el how that im our old 
meeting-place at the Wharncliffe Rooms—strange and secular as the environment 
Was pravers were put up to God and praise was offered to Him as sincere, as 
senuine, and as fervent as were ever uttered or whispered within the portals of a 
sVvhagouue Nevertheless, the advantages of a fit environment are not to be unduly 


lepreciated. In this simple building, which, without a formal dedication service, 
we vet dedicate from our hearts to-day to the worship of God, with the humble 
prayer that, if His Will so be, our efforts may be crowned with successful per- 
manence, We shall, I hope, feel at once more at home, and more attuned to 
religious communion, than in those old quarters which had none of the associations, 
the look, and the suitable arrangements of a synagogue and a house of prayer. 
Hlere we meet in a place which links our services, with whatever differences we 
make in them, to all the other services which on Sabbaths and on week days are 
held by all the House of Israel throughout the world. Here we can move easily 
and properly introduce such occasional practices a8 may seem to us suitable for our 
modern needs and our actual. living beliefs. Thus, we have at once to-day shown 
the difference between what we could properly do in a hired hall and what we 
can properly do in a synagogue. by a reading from the Scroll of the Law. 

(on a future occasion, or in done of our printed papers, l may have occasion to 
explain more fully what I conceive to be the attitude of Liberal Judaism to Law 
in general and the Pentateuch in particular. To-day I will only observe that these 
short readings from the Scroll will be continued week by week, and those who 
have desired and arranged thése services see in the readings not merely an historic 
link with the past and with all the other synagogues of Israel, but a justified 
portion of a Sabbath service, not only in an orthodox but also in a liberal Jewish 
synagogue. Our readings will be far shorter than those in the orthodox synagogues ; 
they will not constitute a preponderating element of the service, but they will 
take their place in that service from reasons which seem to us, and which we trust 
will seem to you and to others, to be reasonable and adequate. 


The Minister. 


With this important addition to their contents we have then resumed our 
Sabbath Services to-day. We start them again even though— I speak to you, my 
friends, grown men and women, who should hear and can bear the truth, quite 
frankly——even though we do not precisely know how long they may be continued 
and maintained. We all know what we are seeking to do and to find. Weare 
seeking—very much as has been done by other societies or unions in America and 
elsewhere—to establish or transform ourselves into a congregation with its own con- 
vregational life and cohesiveness, its own congregational appurtenances and facilities, 
its own Minister and Teacher. The most important, the most difficult part of what 
we are seeking to accomplish is to find a Minister. Till he be found, we deliberately 
intend to keep the liturgy and arrangements of our services (with the exception of 
the readings from the Scroll of the Law) in much the tentative condition that they 
were before. When we find our Minister, he will help us to give a more permanent 
and more satisfactory character to our liturgy, just as in so many other respects he 
will improve, and add fixity, to our work. Shall we find the right man whom we 
are all so anxious to obtain, and without whom our work cannot prosper and develop? 
We cannot tell, and I say straight out and repeat “ We cannot tell,” because | feel 
convineed that sooner or later, through us and through others, come he ultimately will, 
I have too ardent and fixed a faith in Liberal Judaism not to believe that sooner or 
later England, no less than Germany or America, will have a liberal Jewish pulpit 
from which Liberal Judaism will freely and fearlessly be proclaimed. And I trust 
that you too have a courage and a faith ardent and profound enough not to be 
damped or quenched by temporary disappointments and delays. 
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In the Midst of Uncertainty. 

We have thought it well to resume our services, even in the very midst of 
uncertainty, and while the future is still doubtful and unsure. We have thought 
it well to re sume them. even though, if no milequate minister can vet be found, we 
may have again to suspend them No service at which a few human souls may 
find an added strength or or faith can be held except for good. We know

Room for Other Conceptions. 


Ought I once again to repeat that such a conviction by no means implies that 
there is no room or need for other conceptions of Judaism than our own, and fir 
other outward embodiments to correspond with and express those other varying con- 
ceptions The men and women in Israel have different opinions, different ways 
of looking at religion, and stand at different stages of religious growth. It is not 
oue conception only and not one outward representation only which would even 
appeal to those who at present are holding themselves aloof from any public parti- 
cipation in external religion. The waverers, the apathetic, the drifting, are not 
necessarily to be won back by one form of Judaism only or by one kind of religious 
worship. Enough there are of these and to spare for more than one section to seek 
out and to bring back. In this unfortunatel, 


big field there is room for many 
workers. 


Not in one class only, but in all classes are to be found Jews and 
Jewesses by birth, but no longer, if ever the, truly were, Jews and Jewesses by 
religion. All sorts of such persons there are, some strong, and some feeble. some 
indifferent and some hostile, some who are seeking but cannot find. others who do 
not take the trouble to seek or have never felt the need for anything which thev 
cannot handle and see. There are some who sit loose to religion because they 
love the world and outward things too much; there are others who have 
drifted away .from Judaism because they do not understand and realise its 
depth of spirituality. For all these and for many other shades and varieties of 
indifference or unbelief or ignorance we feel that this sy nagogue might have a message :‘ 
to all of them, if we have the opportunity and the power, we ought to be able to 


bring the waters of healing, those waters for which many are thirsting even 
though thev know it not. 


So-Called Concessions. 


__ And how, some of our critics or opponents are inclined to say, how do you or 
will you attempt to bring in the waverers andthe uncertain. the week-kneed and 
the indifferent ? Is it not by mere concessions and curtailments? 


| Is it not just 
by making things easy ? 


By paring down Judaism to the level of human laziness, 
by the facile cutting away of everything which requires a little labour, understand- 
ing, self-sacrifice? Lanswer, No. Truth comes first and truth comes last. But 
if truth be not violated, Iam not sure that we should not take account of human 
frailty. ‘A bruised reed he shall not break and the dimly burning wick he shall 
not quench.” And yet even soand even thus he shall “open the blind eyes and 
bring forth the prisoners from the prison.” The method is not recommended to us 
by an ignoble authority. And, therefore, if we can make people attached to the 
worship of God and all which that worship implies by a service which is mainly in 
English and which is not very long and which is held on Saturday afternoons, I see 
no weakening or impoverishment of religion by such concessions, if concessions 
indeed they are. We must always remember that no motive of superstition can 
possibly enter in. The man who comes here—let me face the great problem boldly 
and say the man who, after a compulsory morning attendance at his office or 


chambers, comes here in the afternoon, ean and does only come because he likes to 
come. because he finds here something which gives him contentment, because he 
obtains something which answers to and satisfies a gradually increasing need. We 
will, thre refore. not object tO 80 called CONCESSIONS if they produce results such as 
lor, after all—it is one of the principles of Prophetic and Liberal Judaism- 
languages and formes, and all externalities whatever, are merely means to an end, 
an end greater, more abiding, more inward and more spiritual than they. It 1s 
this creater., more inward and more spiritual end which controls them, determines 
their value and regulates their use.

rO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


SIR,—If I take up the pen to write on this vexed question, it is not because 
i think that my letter will settle the dispute or will cause Dr. Adler andthe Board 
of Deputies to recant their evidence. I deem it, however, a duty to point out in 
your colamns how short-sighted are some of those who rush into the Jewish Press 
for the purpose of attacking others in our community who with the best 
possible intentions come forward to voice the feelings of the minority, or—as in the 
present case—of the great majority of our brethren who are unable to speak or to 
write for themselves. What a difference there is in this respect to be noticed 
between Dr. Adler himself and his over-zealous defenders! The Chief Rabbi— 
whom everybody gives credit for his learning, his sincerity, and his good intentions 
—has never by one single word cast any retlection upon the earnestness of his 
critics or even the justice of the cause they advocate. He differs from them and 


the views they hold, and therefore he declines to give way, but he knows 
how much credit is due to the men who, while having no axe to 
grind and no personal benefit to gain, express the views held by 


them and by millions of our brethren all over the globe. How dignified were 
the words of the Chief Rabbi compared with the language used by some of his 
defenders when he said in his memorial address for Lord Swaythling at the New 
West End Synagogue: “ But the Talmadie adage applies to the controversies that 
arise from time totime. If these controversies are conducted for the sake of high 
principles, they that strive with each other will be reconciled in the end.” Since 
when have English Jews forgotten the wise maxim, “I love Plato. but I love the 
truth more”? Since when have Jews who are proud of calling themselves 
Englishmen forgotten the principles which form the foundation of British democracy 
and which are also constantly emphasised by our Rabbis and sages ? 

I notice that at a function held at the Bayswater Synagogue on Sunday, the 
29th ult., one of the gentlemen present could find no other words by which to 
express his thanks to Dr. Adler than by insulting his critics and telling us that in 
his belief “it was all done simply for self-advertisement.” What a broad-minded 
view to take of such an important question for an English Jew with well- 
pronounced orthodox principles! And how different were Dr. Adler’s own words ! 

Having said this I turn now to an examination of the facts under discussion, 
and to an expression of opinions which I hope will not be misconstrued and will 
not be interpreted as an attack on Dr. Adler and his Beth Din. The fact 
cannot be denied that one of the objects which the Royal Commission on Divorce 
endeavoured to obtain by inviting representatives of all sects and denominations to 
give evidence before them was—to use the words of Lord Guthrie, addreased to Dr. 
Adler—"* to ascertain what would be right for everybody in the country.” For 
this purpose they were anxious to hear the views on divorce held by the represen- 
tatives of Jews and Judaism. Apparently the Commission was aware that the 
Jewish historical view on this subject differed greatly from that held by English- 
men, or by other Protestant Christians. They, therefore, anticipated that the 
representatives of the Jewish community—lay and clerical—would have something 
to urge upon them, and might claim certain concessions and privileges (as they 
always do when legislation is contemplated, on matters which concern the religious 
or social life of the Jew, like Sunday Closing, Shechita, Alien Immigration, ete.). 


— 


Dr. Adler's evidence, however, went in a different direction. Being convinced 
that greater facilities for divorce were not desirable, and that the English law is 
good as it stands, he pleaded for no concessions, and minimised the differences that 
prevail between the Jewish law and the English law. Well, Dr. Adler was 
entitled to his view, and was consistent in expressing it with all emphasis. That 
this was not the historical Jewish view was felt by the Commission as 
it is felt to-day by the great majority of those that have read the evidence and 
know something of Jewish Law. For this reason Dr. Adler was criticised. He 
was also taken to task for asking the Commission to propose legislation which 
would have the effect of making the English Law even stricter and more incom- 
patible with Jewish Law than it already is, and would bring those Rabbis who 
disagree with Dr. Adler regarding the necessity of granting a Jewish divorce in 
certain circumstances, within the arms of the Law. This has thrown the East 
End Jews into a state of indignation. But so far the East End Jews have made 
no formal protest and are satisfied with being indignant. 

Now, as to Dr. Adler's defenders, first and foremost among them is—as was to 
be expected—the Rev. Dayan Hyamson. At the annual meeting of the Board of 
Deputies he expressed his gratification that the criticiams of Mr. Herbert Bent- 
wich had given him the opportunity “for making a few remarks of a non-contro- 
versial character (!) on a subject that had engendered a good deal of heat in the 
Jewish Press during the last few weeks.” And these remarks consisted of a vindi- 
cation of Dr. Adler’s evidence from the point of view of Rabbinic Law.

But be this as it may, it does not in any way affect the question of granting

law at present on the statute-books of this country prohibiting this ecclesiastical 
function on the part of any rabbi. foreign-born or native. It is the demand for the 
creation of such a law that is at present under discussion, and nothing else. 

Now let me tell your readers something else which they may not know. The 
Divorce Commission has never been told this. There is no rabbi either in England 
or in America, or in any other country, which requires legal divorce by the Courts, 
who does not impress upon the divorced couple that the get is not the equivalent of 
a legal divorce. Nay, it is the general practice to insert in the document given to 
the divorced woman by the rabbi the following clause:

Having made this clear it seems unnecessary to deal with the other remarks of 
Dayan Hyamson. He has not mentioned one single instance where @ case of 
impersonation or any other irregularity has occurred, and the description of the 
misery and suffering caused by the granting of ]'©3 by foreign Rabbis has not been 
substantiated by any actual facts and figures, although I admit that cases of hard- 
ship may occur. The misery and the hardships, however, which are caused by 
the prevailing system are doubtless much more numerous and are within the know- 
ledge and the sight of all. To go to the extent of suggesting that the children of 
people who have married again after obtaining ©) from a Rabbi may, in certain 
instances, be O°, is an action I cannot comprehend, and seeing that there 
is not a vestige of actual proof for such a contention it could only be described by 
the well-known Rabbinical term of ¥9 OW FRyi-. . . Ll agree with Dayan 
Hyamson that stille chasanas are a source of evil and ought to be suppressed, but 
they have nothing to do with stille(/) gittin. I do not think that there is any 
rabbi in this country who solemnises stille chuppas and Dayan Hyamson has not 
pointed to any ecclesiastic that indulges in these practices. 

As to the discovery made by Dr. Charles Dreyfus and communicated by him 
in your last week’s issue, it is only necessary to assure him that he has told us 
nothing new. Long before the “ Jewish Encyclopedia” was published we knew 
the answers which the French “ Sanhedrin” gave to the questions of Napoleon's 
Council, and we also knew that these answers have no place in Rabbinic Law and 
were never meant to have one. The “Sanhedrin” also declared that marriages 
contracted between Jews and Christians are binding. Will Dr. Dreyfus suggest 
that the London Beth Din should make a similar declaration ? And would such @ 
declaration be in conformity with Jewish law? But I refer Dr. Dreyfus to what 
I said before, regarding the W=5D given by every rabbi to a couple divorced by him 
in this country, and he will see that it would have satisfied even his patriotic 
countrymen of the year 1807 ! 

As to the remarks of your other correspondents who have taken up the cudgels 
for Dr. Adler, very little has been said by them which commands attention. The 
Rev. Mr. Gerstenfeld, of New Tredegar—who, if my memory does not fail me, once 
argued in the Jewish Press that gloves made from pig-skin are not allowed to be 
worn by Jews—would be well advised to be less categoric in his assertions and 
more charitable in his expressions regarding his opponents.

So far as His Majesty is concerned. But the warning is directed toa larger 
class than those immediately concerned. “A stern warning is given to all other 
persons who. in ignorant credulity or in the same shamelessness of malicious 
leence, have lent themselves to the propagation of villainous inventions, 
from beginning to end of the shadow of a vestige of evidence.” What better theme 
for a pulpit address ; and what better warning can be pronounced by a minister of 
religion charged with the moral and religious well-being of those to whom he minis- 
ters? We know how prone thi human subject is to the dangers of evil speaking ; 
we know, too, the immense power of the tongue; “ Life and death are in the power 
of the tongue "; we are aware, how vehemently our sages of old denounce the evil, 
when they remark that in slander there are three persons affected: the one who 
utters the falsehood, the one LO whom it 1s spoken, and the one spoken of. We 
know, further, that

once circulated can never be recalled; nay, further, that the more it circulates, 
the more sure it Is to grow, and on that account the greater and more wide-spread 
the mischief which it 1s likely to carry in its train. We know from daily experience 
that there are individuals of less exalted station than the Sovereign who are made 
the butt of venomous tongues and disturbed by false accusations, and to whom 
personal honour 1s as dear a possession as to the Monarch himself. And we who 
are behind the scenes further know that such instances are not altogether absent 
from our own community. Now and Avan such otfenders ruise their crests above 
the dust and endeavour to do their mischief even to the ministers of religion 
whom they select as their guides, and who, once elected, should command their 
absolute sympathy and confidence. 

Personally, I can only explain such attitude and action on the principle enun- 
ciated in @ passage taken from the correspondence laid before the Court in the 
famous trial just ended. “The only way to deal with the Monarchy,” says one of 
the conspirators, “18 to cut away respect. As soon as people cease to respect it, it 
is done for.” Substitute the word “ministry” for “monarchy” and you have 
the truth as regards the Jewish clergy, the Jewish ministry of to-day. Those 
in our community in authority who are not content with frequently placing 
upon the shoulders of willing ministers burdens heavier than they can be ex- 


pected to bear; who are not content to impose upon them tasks which are 
uncongenial to their tastes or 


INCONGRUOUS WITH THEIR VOCATION, 
but in addition are the authors of malicious statements, or what is equally bad, 
lend a willing ear to such infamous slanders, such men can only have one 
object in view; it is identical with that propounded in the sentence I have 
just quoted, with the variation of the one word: “ The only way to deal with the 
ministry 18 to cut away respect. As soon as people cease to respect it, it is done 
for.” You will now understand how important it is, how vital a thing it is, if the 
community wishes to have spiritual guides and leaders worthy of their position, 
able and willing to represent the best and highest interests of the community, 
these spiritual guides must receive at the hands of their congregants, at the hands 
of those placed in authority, that respect for them and their office which is indis- 
pensable to the proper discharge of their functions; and if respect precede, then 
confidence and sympathy, loyal co-operation and support will follow, to ensure that 
the fabric of the House of God, the fabric of religious teaching, will rest upon @ 
firm foundation, to the spiritual advancement of the older and younger members of 
each congregation. But weaken that respect for the Anglo-Jewish minister—it is 
weak enough at present—and the community will find itself one day without 
the services of the stamp of men whom, as time shows, they require now in 
this country more urgently than ever before. Let the community cease to attract 


men, not only by not holding out the natural incentives which induce men to 
enter an arduous profession, but, what is worse, by withholding from them as a 
body that respect and decent reverence to their position and special training, even 
at times calumniating them as a class or individually, and the community may 
once look in vain for the religious guides and teachers whom it deserved to lose, 
because it knew not how to value them. Half-trained men, men of servility and 
weakness of spirit, men who do not lead but follow, such may always be found, 
even in the ranks of the Anglo-Jewish ministry; but if such in future (in con 
sequence of the unsatisfactory conditions of communal organisation) are to be at 
the head of the community. then Hleaven help it ! ‘Lhere is, however. one hope 
left for our cause to every congregation and to every community in the absence 
of all clerical or lav leaders: it is the watchfulness of the Leader referred to in 
next Sabbath’s portion, the Leader of Israél, who never fails, the Guardian who is 
ever present in the direst situation: 037 ON?’ A “The Eternal One,” who in 
the future, as in the past, will fight our nation’s cause, the cause of our holy

THE CONFERENCE OF RABBIS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—I am in full agreement with the sentiments expressed by Rabbis Yoffey 
and Hurwitz in the interview which you published recently. I cannot agree with 
them, however, when they seek to justify the organisation of a separate Conference 
of Rabbis. The learned gentlemen have by no means given a satisfactory answer 
to your representative's question; Why have a separate Conference? The twenty 
eight Rabbis of whom they spoke could have very well joimed the Ministers’ Con 
ference, and no-one would have prevented them from “conferring mm a rabbinical 
manner.” I must confess that this term is rather vague, and sincerely hope that it 
does not imply the manner in which a certain Conference of Rabbis, which was held 
some time ago in Manchester, terminated. Why should Rabb: Hurwitz be afraid 
ea eXposing the ignorance of many ministers in Rabbinic tea hings "? Is it not his 
dutv to do so? PRAIA TR OOF Ore’ Opes. The Organising 
Committee of the Ministers’ Conference had no fear of disgracing their colleagues 
when extending invitations to the Rabbis, and why should they? ‘The Organising 
Committee had one motive only, to do some good, and therefore thought that the 
presence of the Rabbis might heighten the value of rabbinical learning and per 
chance stimulate a desire among the Ministers to devote themselves to its study ; 
that the coming toget he r of the two elements muicht produce good results and 
cement the peace of the community. What right had the Rabbis to keep aloof from 
ana ignore the assembly ais if its mos were opposed to the interests of Judaism 

Rabbi Yoffey savs that their mission is peace. I am willing to believe their 
good intentions, but it does seem rather a curious way of promoting peace by split 
ting up the community into new sections, and in styling themselves the orthodox 
party as if others were not so, All the topics which they enumerate as to be con- 
sidered by the intended Conference are questions that confront us all; thev are the 
same problems that we all are endeavouring to solve. Why, then, can they not 
take counsel with men who have at least as much knowledge of the circumstances 
as themselves? Why begrudge the English Ministers the benefit of their superior 
wisdom’ We all feel the precariousness of the situation ; we all realise the decadence 
of Judaism, and are all animated by a desire te effect a change : we are all desirous 
of * fostering a revival of Judaism.” Why, then, assume the role of a Zerubabel and 
treat us like Samaritans in saving to us, in effect if not in words, 133? 1371 0.2? NK? 
13° 982 TVS? Are these the ways of peace’ If the Rabbis are in earnest, if they 
really mean nothing else but to eure English Judaism of its anmmia, then they 
must work with us and (from their point of view) for us. They may rest assured 
that the fact of their conferring with mere ministers will notin the least detract 
from their greatness ; on the contrary, it will, if possible, add to it. If they have 
a mission thev must deliver it to the ministers, too. If they have a message for 
the people it can best be delivered through the Ministers’ Conference—and for the 
following reason. 

Suppose the.Conference of Rabbis takes place and certain resolut‘ons are 
passed. Who is to carry them into effect? Let us be frank. 
excellent body of learned and pious men, no doubt—are powerless, for they have 
no influence. They are unknown to the Anglicised section of the community, and 
out of touch with the Jewish masses. ‘Their work ts limited to the answering of 
ritual questions and expounding the Talmud to a very few who have not wholly 
forgottcn what they have ledrned at home. What are they doing for the second 
veneration, those who will te-morrow form the Angle-Jewish community? What 
can they do for them, since they do not understand each other? What practical 
value will then result from their Conference? It is, of course, very nice to speak 
of improving Jewish teaching, etc. Butcan they’? Are they the people to do it? 
Have they the means and the pedagogical knowledge’ In how far are the Rabbis 
improving the teaching in the Talmud Torahs, the very places where they are 
expected to exercise influence? In my own community the teaching in the 
Talmud Torah 1s disgraceful, and my friend the Rabbi, who is really a great man, 
cannot effect any change, although he knows the defects. Rabbi Hurwitz talks 
glibly of having Hebrew taught as a living language. Why does he not institute it 
in bis own Talmud Torah? Generally speaking, I do not doubt their goodwill, 
but I doubt very much their capacity to achieve anything. They have no execu 
tive abilities and, what ts worse, they have no influence to have anything carried 
out. 

My contention, therefore, is that if the Rabbis, for whom we all have great 
respect, and some of whom we really admire, are actuated by a real desire to 
further the interests of Judaism, it is their bounden duty to come down from their 
pedestal, to join the Ministers’ Conference, and, through it, exercise a healthy 
influence over the people. There is no ground, and there should not be, for 
suspicion. They are invited to join the organisation, many of them were 
requested to serve on Sub-Committees. In the scheme for district organisation, 
they were given first rank. What, then, prevents them from becoming part of the 
general body, and holding their own meetings, in their own language, under the 
wgis of the Conference? There is a real and genuine desire, on the part of 
the ministers, to allot to the Rabbis their proper places. There is a genuine recog- 
nition of the necessity for doing something towards reviving Jewish learning and 
promoting Jewish ideals. Let the Rabbis utilise this opportune moment, and 
instead of creating new factions, let us promote peace and unity, and unitedly, if 
not uniformly, work for a revival of our holy faith, for the glory of God and His 
people.

The Discovery in Samaria. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,—About a week after writing my article on the discovery in Samaria, my 
attention was called, by a friend, to an article of Professor Kittel’s in the issue of 
the 23rd January of the Leipziger Neueste Nachrichten, in which the well-known 
theologian expresses his opinion on the find. As I already mentioned in a note to 
my article, [ had gathered the details as to this discovery from sources in 
Jerusalem, which I knew, in other respects, to be very reliable. The Frankfurter 
Zeitung, moreover, also printed news from Constantinople, which was quite in 
harmony with what I had written in the Berliner Tageblatt, though entirely 
independent of my article. Now, the information supplied by Professor Kittel has 
one advantage over that which comes from Jerusalem and Constantinople, and is 
being now circulated in Europe. Professor Kittel obtained the proof-sheets of an 
article written by Professor Lyon, of Harvard University, which is an authentic 
account of the excavations in Samaria, in accordance with the reports supplied to him 
by Professor Reisner himself, and which is soon to appear in a review of the 
Harvard University. I consider it, therefore, to be in the interests of the whole 


matter to repeat what Professor Kittel has written. The substance of his 
information is: That about seventy-five potsherds, with writing in 
Hlebrew characters, have been found in a deep. stratum of ruins 


under a heap of earth. The tablets show the same old Hebrew writing in 
which the Moabite stone of King Mesha (ninth century B.C.) and the Siloam 
inscription were written; only the letters are more cursive than these inscriptions 
and not cut into the clay, but written with pen and ink.’ A closer examination 
resulted in the discovery that several of the names are those of contemporaries of 
Ahab King of Israel. The potsherds are probably pieces of oil and wine jars of the 
roval palace, or of those belonging to nobles of Samaria. The former supposition 
is rendered probable by the fact that the tablets bear the date of the harvest year, 
reckoned according to the king's reign. To determine the date and the name of 
the king referred to, the fact is of great importance that a very fine alabaster vase 
was found quite close to the potsherds, which bears the name of Pharaoh 
Osorkon I1., and this king reigned from 874—8353 B.C., and was therefore a con- 
temporary of Ahab King of Israel (880—854 B.C.).. There are some names which 
agree with those mentioned in the Bible, while other new ones give us a deep 
insight mto the religious conditions under the first kings of Israel, and testify to 
the accuracy of our present knowledge of those times. . 

As to the importance of the whole find, and especially of the results to be 
derived from it for an estimation of the earliest developments of religion and culture 
in the Holy Land, Professor Kittel will make a further report in a scientific 
journal in the course of this week. It may be added that Prof. Kittel also 
the find in Samaria to be one of the most valuable discoveries 
made in the Holy Land, and to open up to us a fine perspective for the future. The 
fact that use was made so long ago as the ninth century B.C. of pen and ink for 
writing in the Hebrew language and characters on potsherds, places beyond. doubt 
the fact that even-at this early time the art of Hebrew writing was very highly 
developed. Moreover, it can hardly have. been clay which gave rise to the invention 
of penand ink. It must have been papyrus ; and if so, even at a time earlier than 
that of Elijah and Ahab, documents and books must have been in the 
Hebrew language and characters on papyrus. These conclusions are now all the 
more important because it is during the last few years that the opinion has gained 
ground that even in the seventh century B.C. no other writing but cuneiform was 
used in the Holy Land. 

I hope on a future occasion to deal further with the details of this subject.

In conclusion, he made a strong appeal for the 
necessary funds to clear off the debt to the builders.

Leave to land was withheld by the Immigration Officer last vear in 83. cases 
on the ground of want of means, and in 227 instances on medical grounds. Of the 
former, 345 appealed, 126 successfully, Of the latter, 87 appealed, 18 successfully. 
In the end, 713 were excluded for want of means and 209 on medical grounds. 

In the previous year, leave to land was withheld by the immigration officer from 
991 aliens on the ground of want of means, and from 465 on medical grounds. Of 
the former, 459 appealed, 95 with success. Of the latter, 122 appealed, 14. with 
success. In the end, therefore, 896 were excluded for want of means, and 451 for 
medical reasons. Thus, while the economic rejections decreased last year, from 
896 to 713, the medical rejections fell in a far greater ratio—from 451 to 209. 

Figures are also given dealing with the last quarter of 1910. It appears that 
53 aliens were excluded in October—43 for want of means and 10 on medical grounds, 
In November, 54 were rejected—34 on economic and 20 on medica! grounds. In 
December, 45 were excluded—36 for want of means and 9 on medical grounds. 

In the last quarter of 1910 the number of expulsion orders issued was 99--40 
in October, 33 in November, and 26 in December. In the corresponding quarter of 
1909, the total was 141, the figures for the three months being 68, 33 and 40, 


The Influx from the Continent. 


The report shows, as mentioned above, that the total number of alien pas’ 
seugers landed in the United Kingdom last year from ports in Europe and the 
Mediterranean Sea was 476,088. In 1909 the number was 422,548, Last year, 
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however, the cabin passengers inclnded in the total numbered 179,166, as against 
onlv 153,420 in 1909. The exempted second class passengers, again, totalled 
102,295. as compared with 96,864 in 1909, while the transmigrants numbered 
140.363. as against onlv 118.221 in 1909. The result was that the remainder of 
immigration from ports in Europe in 1910, after making deductions for these 
Various categories, was practically the same as in 1909, the respective figures being 
64.259 and 54,045. 

Of course. from this 54.000 in each case a number of other deductions have to 
be made. In 1910, 8,380 were proceeding to a destination outside the United

MEETING OF THE INNER ACTIONS COMMITTEE. 

A meeting of the Inner Actions Committee was held on February Ist, at the 
Zionist Central Office in Cologne. The three members, President Wolffsoln, 
Professor O. Warburg. and Heer J. H. Kann, together with Dr. M. 1. Bodenheimer, 
Chairman of the Jewish National Fund, 

In view of the decision of the Actions Committee, that an Exhrbition, 
“ible. should be organised in connection with the Congress to illustrate the c 
ing activitv in Palestine and the cultural work of a national character in Palestine 
and the Diaspora, information was obtained from various authoritative quarters, 
particularily from the Office, in regard to the organising of such an 
Exhibition. In consideration of the replies received, particularly from the Pales 
tine Office, the Inner Actions Committee resolved not to pre weed with the organising 
of a Colonisation Exhibition. On the other hand, it i that the 
Fund, the Bezalel, and the other Palestinian institutions should be requested to 
hold a joint exhibition on the oceasion of the Congress. 

The financial position of the Organisation, the new draft of the Orgamisation 
Statutes, the situation of the movement in Turkey and several other countries, and 
certain internal attairs.were 

t was resolved to convene the next meeting of the Greater Actions Committee 
for March 28th and following days in Berlin. The main points of the agenda for 
this meeting, which ts to melade the question of the concentration of collections 
for Zionist institutions in Palestine, were determined upon. A sum of 100 frances 
from the Culture Fund was voted to the Hebrew Gymnasium in Jerusalem.

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MR. ZANGWILL'S ADVICE TO THE OTTOMAN JEWS. 


In the January number of the Jewish Reriew was published the English 
version of a letter which Mr. Israel Zangwill has addressed to the Committee of 


La Trabuna Libera, at Salonica. It appears that he was asked: ** What should be 
dione to conciliate the different Jewish national theories in order that Ottoman 
Judaism, sharing in one and the same sentiment, should be able to count upon the 
toncurrence of all intelligences and all energies, and thus labour for its regenera- 
tion?’’ He answers that, so long as conservative Judaism flourishes among Jews, 
there is no need to talk of safeguarding race or nationalitv—that what threatens 
the existence of the race is 


THE DECAY OF JUDAISM. 
The JEWISH CHRONICLE takes this to mean advocacy of conservative 
Judaism; and it says that ‘‘he, Zangwill, assumes the mantle of some ultra- 


orthodox Golus Rabbi, and gravely warns his correspondents that in Judaism, in 
the observance of our religion and faith. is to be found the only salvation of the 
Jewish people.’’ Now this appears to mea mistake. Mr. Zangwill believes and 
says that Judaism is decaying, and that only as far as it has not decayed can 


it be trusted to safeguard the maintenance of the Jewish race. He therefore 
proceeds to inquire what other means there are of attaining that end. 
his is not open to the criticism levelled against it. Mr. Zangwill 


does not dress himself in orthodox garb; I do 
it even if he tried; but I doubt whether he has not misunderstood the 
drift of the question put to him. If I am not mistaken, that about 
which he was asked advice was, not the permanence of the Jewish race, but 
the regeneration of the Ottoman portion of that race. What does he say? In the 
first place, his language with regard to Zionism passes beyond condemnation ; it is 
that of derision and contempt. ‘While all other Jews,” he says, “can afford to 
play with Zionism, to you on the spot it isa matter of life and death. I know 
nothing in the world’s political history more grimly ludicrous than the position of 
the Zionists, whose idea of getting a country is to talk about it at a safe distance, 
leaving you poor unfortunate Ottoman Jews to bear the brunt of their campaign.” 
" To us Jews of Western Europe, thus witnessing the breakdown of the Herzlian or 
ferritorial Zionism, it is pathetically amusing to see vou Ottoman Jews distracted 
and embarrassed by a movement which is already dead, or only alive in circles that 
are outside Palestine, and .have every intention of remaining so.” “For the 
Turkish Jews to throw themselves into a non-territorial inter-Jewish 
Nationalism would be to pursue a road leading nowither.” Unfortunately, this 
last sentence is, in my opinion, not exactly true. Jewish Nationalism is not a 
mere cul de sac. It is a thoroughfare 


LEADING TO RUIN, 
and especially to ruin for Ottoman Jews. What, then, is Mr. Zangwill’s advice? I 
arn sorry to say that he breaks out into that cynicism which is the great defect of 
his utterances, and which—for me at least—spoils nearly all his wit. “The Young 
Turks,” he says, “have projected an Ottoman Empire with equal rights for all

inhabitants. It is a noble scheme, and were humanity governed by rational 
instead of bv national considerations would even be practicable. I cannot 
much admire the courage with which these theorists set themselves to build up a 
modern polity that runs counter not only to the ingrained religious prejudices of 
the Old Turks, but to the ingrained national prejudices of the subject races. One 
revolution at a time would tax the efforts of most people, but the Young Turks 
have attempted half-a-dozen simultaneously.” In accordance with this miserably 
low estimate of human possibilities, Mr. Zangwill advises the Jews of the Ottoman 
Empire that ‘‘ the homogeneous Ottoman ”-——-homogeneous in nationality, not im 
race or religion—" is the mere dream of Paris-engendered theorists, theorists ready, 
indeed, to die for the dream, but utterly unable to bring it about.” And this ts 
siid by the man who, till yesterday, was a leading dreamer among the Zionists 
whom he now despises, and to-day is dreaming of “an extra-Palestinian Zionism ' 
All the reproaches that he hurls against the Zionists are reflected back on himself. 
How can he reproach Zionists wi National propagandism at a safe distance, 
leaving the poor unfortunate Ottom™n Jews to bear the brunt of the campaign ” 
He does the same thing, with a local Jewish Nationalism substituted for a genera!

equally available for the Zionist goose? With a most astounding naivelé, he con- 
fesses that the Ito's defect ‘precisely in that sphere where no human power 
can avail—the sphere of geography—or in that sphere of politics w.ere Jewish 
power is hopelessly over-baleanced.” And it is the man who writes thus of his own 
movement who derides the Young Turks as dreamers! He consoles his followers 
with the plea that “the Ito has never relaxed its investigations,” and cheers them 
with the prospect that “the New Year will be one of active work in our movement,” 
and the “hope that this work will be as fruitful as our Galveston work.” The 
Galveston work indeed! That excellent work is the exact opposite of Territorialism

and Zionism. It is a work, not of aggregation and segregation, but of dispersal. 
Fora man who aspires to be a political leader to be a dreamer is bad enough.

A DREAMER AND A CYNIC, TOO, 
is far worse. He tells the Ottoman Jews: * You must refuse as strenuously 
as anv other nattonalitv to be turned into Turks.” Let him note the 


difference between the conduct which he recommends to them and that of his fellow 
Jew, Signor Ernesto Nathan, Syndic of Rome. Time was when the same appeal! 
to disunion and particularist jealousies was made m Italy. To the Tuscan, the 
Neapolitan, the Sicilian, it was said: *“* You must staunchly refuse to be turned 
Piedmontese.” What was the reply of Signor Nathan and his ilustrious 
family ? They worked with Mazzini when the cause of Italy looked far more desperate 
than does that of Turkey at the present diy. And Jews.in Italy are receiving their 
reward. The Prime Minister and the Mayor of the capital are Jews ; and the 
people of our race in the Italian peninsula are free to follow the dictates of their 
religious sentiments, to indulge in any historie associations which are theirs, and 
to make the best use they can of their economic aptitudes. Mr. Zangwill says : 
‘Each people has its own soul, and if the Jews do not save theirs in the Ottoman 
h;mpire there is no other land in the diaspora in which they are likely to save it.” 
But what. faith does he manifest -in the existence of this “soul”? He himself 
savs: “Were the subject races of Turkey limited to the Jews and the 
Armenians there can be no doubt that the homogeneous Ottoman Empire would 
be speedily a reality.” ~The truth is that neither the Zionists nor the Territorialists 
have any real belef in the spirit they pretend to evoke. They both want

Mr. Zangwill declares that the Jew has lost all political 
Instinct and touch with political realities. In this L agree with him. Indeed, | 
doubt whether we, as a people, ever had much of these qualities. But, as regards 
the present, the very fact that Jews seek political guidance from men of artistic 
temperament—from men whose instinct and habit it 1s to look for the striking or 
the picturesque, not for the true and the useful—shows what children we are in 
statecraft and how much better it is that we should act politically in conjunction 
with other races. Our economic interests he in the same direction.

For all that, the sight is by no means 
a pleasing one, nor can it appeal to the authorities of the school within whose walls 
the lads have probably been educated. 


It is to eliminate ‘* blind alley” employments of this description that Mr. 
Robert Applegarth has been labouring for the past two years, and for the advance 
ment of which he has been instrumental in arranging a Guildhall Conference at the 
end of the present month. Through his efforts, the National Industrial Education 
League has evolved itself from a simple idea. The League, Mr. Applegarth told me, 
's to make elementary education go hand-in-hand with industrial training. “ Our 
boys are drifting by thousands into the ranks of the unemployed and unemployable— 
the scrap heap of labour.” It is, he thinks, and there are very many who agree 
with him, a criminal waste of the nation’s best asset, a waste that can only be 
stemmed by training our boys for an industry for which they are best fitted. This 
means that no boy will be permitted to leave school without having acquired a 
working knowledge of some useful industry, knowledge that will have been 
‘imparted by practical men. Mr. Applegarth impressed upon me that the move- 
ment is non-political and non-sectarian. Among the members of our community 
who have signified their concurrence with the idea, are Miss Nettie Adler, Major 
lewis-Barned, Mr. Isidore Salmon, Mr. R. M. Sebag-Montetiore, Mr. Carl 
Stettauer, Mr. B. S. Straus. Sir Philip Magnus, M.P., and Mr. Claude Montefiore.
